U.S. District Judge Murray I. 
Gurfein at his 11 a.m. hearing could 
make 
the 
present 
temporary 
injunction 
permanent, 
lift 
the 
injunction and allow the Times to 
resume publication, or extend the 
temporary order. 
Gurfein, 
whose 
tem porary 
injunction prohibiting the Times 
from further publication of the 
series expires at I p.m. today, 
recessed a hearing on the case late 


Friday following five hours of secret 
testimony and public summations 
by both sides. 
The Times has submitted 
to 
Gurfein a copy of the 7.000-page 
report to aid him in his decision on 
whether or not to make permanent 
the injunction he issued Tuesday. 
Gurfein 
studied the 
report for 
several hours during a break in 
Friday's proceedings. 
U.S. 
Attorney 
Whitney 
North 
Seymour said the case boiled down 
to whether the Times published 
information 
which 
could 
be 
considered 
as 
giving 
aid 
and 
comfort to the enemy. He said the 
Times 
possessed 
“ classified 
documents stolen from officials to 
whom they had been assigned." 


Seymour argued that the printing 
of the secret papers “ compromise 
our current military and defense 
plans and intelligence operations 
and jeopardize our international 
relations." 
Alexander M. Bickel, a Yale law 
professor representing the Times, 
said the government was pleading 
its case under a non-existent statute. 
He moved the order be lifted and the 
Times 
immediately 
be 
granted 
permission to resume printing the 
articles. His request was denied 
Bickel 
also 
argued 
that 
the 
publication of the same material the 
Times was being banned from 
printing was being made public bv 
the Washington Post. He said the 
Post series which started Friday 


had "done irreparable damage to 
the Times." 
"... There is now a situation." 
Bickel said, "in which the readers of 
The New York Times alone in this 
country are deprived of this story." 
In Washington, a three-judge U.S. 
Appeals Court panel early today 
ordered the Post to stop publication 
of the secret material. Because of 
the lateness of the hour when the 
ruling came, the panel allowed the 
Post to print its second installment 
in today's editions.

WASHINGTON (U P Ii—A federal 
appeals court told the Washington 
Post today to stop publishing a 
series of articles based on a top 
secret Pentagon study of origins of 
the Vietnam War. The judges said 
the material would cause "irrepa­ 
rable injury to the United States. 
But the early morning court order 
came too late to halt printing of a 
second article in the newspaper s 
series. The front page story said 
Johnson 
administration 
officials 
used Vietnam bombing pauses to 
help pacify public opinion and had 
“ almost no expectation they would 
lead to peace talks. 
The article said the Pentagon 
study showed some U.S. strategists 
planned 
"to 
use 
unproductive 
bombing pauses as a justification 
for escalating the war." 
The Post kept the article in its 
press run after U.S. District Judge 
Gerhard A. Gesell Friday night 
turned down a Justice Department 
request 
for

yet unearthed — in near perlect 
condition, the newspaper Al Ahram 
said today. 
It described the event as the most 
important historical discovery in 
Egypt since Tutankhamun s tomb 
was unearthed in 1922 
The mummy is that of a pharoah 
It was in its original burial ground 
and was untouched by thieves. 
The newspaper did not say where 
the mummy was found

discovered mummy is considered 
the most beautiful and complete 
specimen yet found despite its age. 
which is more than 45 centuries It is 
w ithout rents or creases."

obtained its documents “ without 
lawful 
authority" 
and 
that 
publication would harm the interest 
of the United States. 
The judges ordered the Post to 
stop publication pending a new 
hearing in U.S. district court in the 
Justice Department's motion for an 
inuunction against the publication. 
They ordered the district court to 
hold the hearing no later than 5 p.m. 
EDT Monday. 
Benjamin J. Bradlee. the Post s 
executive editor, said the newspaper 
would stop publication of the series 
pending the new hearing. Earlier in 
the week. The New York Times was 
ordered to stop publication of its 
series on the Pentagon report, a 
five-part series that began last 
Sunday. The case still is under 
consideration in U.S. district court 
in New York City. 
In his ruling Friday night. Gesell 
said the government had submitted 


no precise evidence to show how 
further publication would harm 
government security. He warned, 
however, that the Post “ stands in 
serious 
jeopardy 
of 
criminal 
prosecution" and added the articles 
“ unquestionably will be embar­ 
rassing to the United States. 
But Gesell said he had to rule as 
he did because the issue involved "a 
raw question of preserving the 
freedom of the press. 
In the appeals court, Judges 
Spottswood Robinson III and Roger 
Robb voted for the reversal, while 
Judge J. Skellv Wright dissented. 
Several pauses in bombing of 
North Vietnam were called during 
the Johnson administration. The 
Post said documents in the study 
showed administration planners saw 
the lulls as a "hatchet" to reduce 
tension and then intensify it. It said 
the object of the practice was to 
“ crack the enemy's resistance to 
negotiations." 
The article, written by Post staff 
writer Murrey Marder, quoted one 
memorandum 
from 
Defense 
Secretary Robert S. McNamara to 


President Johnson on Nov. 30. 1965. 
as saying: 
"It is my belief that there should 
be a three or four week pause ... in 
the program of bombing the north 
before we either greatly increase 
our troop deployments to Vietnam 
or intensify our strikes against the 
North. 
"The reasons for the this belief 
are. first, that we must lay a 
foundation in the mind of the

and

opinion for such an enlarged phase 
of the war and. second, we should 
give North Vietnam a face-saving 
chance to stop the aggression ' 
The documents also commented 
on McNamara's plan to build a 
McNamara 
line" 
across 
the 
northern border of South Vietnam in 
an effort to halt infiltration from the 
North. 
The account said the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff protested it would take 
seven to eight divisions to man the 
line, plus extensive air resources. 
The chiefs also complained it would 
take three and a half to four years to 
complete the barrier.

at about $350,000

own defense; and produced 
the funnv looks he gets and 
will continue to get in virtue 
of the hsitorical fact that for 
several 
years 
the 
new spapers were describing 
the 
progress 
of 
the 
protracted case of: 
The 
United States of America 
vs. Roy M. Cohn 
Mr. Cohn's book is neither 
literary nor circumspect: it 
is for the most part a 
venture in sheer indignation 
- which 1 judge to be 
deserved But why is he the 
perennial target0 Oui bono° 
1 have never been satisfied 
with the thesis that his 
sometime exposure of the 
prosecutors 
father's 
shortsighted 
decision 
to 
turn 
over 
our dollar 
- 
producing engravings to the 
Soviet Union while he was 
Secretary at war's end in 
1945. was a plausible source 
for a filial animosity which 
is undeniable. Nor is it 
persuasive 
to 
me 
that 
because 
Roy 
Cohn 
and 
Bobby Kennedy came close 
to a fist - fight during the 
Army - McCarthy hearings, 
that encounter generated a 
Catonic resolution by the 
future Attorney - General to 
come up with the final 
solution to the Roy Cohn 
problem. 
I 
suspect 
it 
was 
a 
combination of two things 
that drove the prosecutor 
and the attorney general to 
the ^prre^listic lengths they 
went to The first of these is 
suggested in one of the few 
levities in Mr. Cohn s book, 
when he remarks that if he

obituarv will no doubt read:

residence a few minutes 
ago. Mr. Cohn had been an 
explorer and writer since he 
retired from law practice in 
1998 Edward R. Murrow. 
who was a commentator on 
television, 
described 
Mr.

p r a c t it io n e r 
of 
McCarthy ism 
McCarthvism 
denotes 
reckless. 
unsubstantiated 


accusation 
designed 
to 
destroy the reputations of 
innocent people. 
The other reason is that 
Roy Cohn is Roy Cohn, and a 
member of that unhappy 
class which drives some 
people to quite irrational 
lengths in disparaging, or 
persecuting us. Really, this 
book leaves no doubt about 
it: 
Roy 
Cohn 
was 
the 
prosecutor s 
Moby 
Dick. 
There 
was 
apparently 
nothing he would not do to 
get Cohn: he bugged his 
conversations, 
intercepted 
his mail, put a dozen F'BI 
agents and IRS agents on his 
trail, connived with 
the 
Attorney General and with 
Life 
Magazine, 
granted 
general 
amnesties 
to 
cooperative 
“ witnesses. 
By contrast. Captain Ahab 
was a dilettante. 
The most forceful passage 
in Roy Cohn's book is a 
listing of ten unpalatable 
characters who, although 
they confessed to sins equal 
to those with which Cohn 
was charged, lived happily 
ever after Why? Because 
they 
were 
“ friendly' 
witnesses against Cohn. It 
happened that Cohn and his 
staff were fortunate enough 
to come across evidence 
sufficient 
utterly 
to 
discredit the witnesses on 
whom the prosecutor relied, 
this being the verdict of the 
juries. 
After this 
happy 
crew 
of 
gentlemen, 
thirsting for justice which 
was 
by now 
narrowly 
defined 
as 
the 
imprisonment 
of 
Cohn, 
testified, it transpired that 
the prosecutor had come 
forw ard 
with 
ten 
highwaymen, 
who 
had 
pleaded guilty to various 
offenses 
including 
stock 
swindling, 
conspiracy 
to 
bribe, perjury; but not one 
of them was sent to jail — 
courtesy of Captain Ahab. 
Cohn 
makes 
the 
point 
fascinating to the layman: 
several of the crooks who 
were promised leniency if 
they testified against Cohn 
proceeded to testify. And. 
on cross - examination, they 
were revealed, to the jury's 
satisfaction, as being utter 
liars. So, did Captain Ahab 
then 
say 
to 
them, 
gentlemen, on top of your 
confessed crimes, you are 
now 
d em onstrated 
perjurers, 
guilty 
of 
conspiring to crucify an 
innocent man? No. of course 
not. 
The 
gentlemen 
in 
question, two years after 
the last of Mr. Cohn's trials, 
are still unsentenced Why? 
Because there is a third 
trial yet to go. 
On the wl. Je. Mr. Cohn 
believes that the American 
judicial system is pretty 
good 1 am more reserved 
than he about it. wondering 
as I do. not only at its 
sluggishness

apprehending criminals, but

Sheriff wants bigger unit 


The Sheriff s D epartm ent would like to convert a 35-foot 
long freight trailer into a mobile command post. 
Sheriff John W. Carpenter told the Board of Supervisors 
today that the present facility, while having been of value in 
recent tactical operations, is limited by size. 
Carpenter is requesting that an additional or larger unit 
is required to complement the departm ent’s operational 
efficiency. 
Due to the county’s current fiscal problems, Carpenter 
said his office looked around for alternate solutions for 
acquisition of a proper command post. 
The sheriff said in response to an appeal made to the 
community, the Mission Linen Supply Co.. of Santa 
Barbara, donated a used 35-foot dry freight trailer to the 
departm ent. 


The intent is to convert the unit into a mobile field 
command trailer at a cost of up to $500 with funding from 
the departm ent's current budget, the sheriff showed. 
The departm ent has acquired surplus county equipment 
lor the bulk of the m aterials required for within the trailer, 
the supervisors were told. 


The field command unit could be taken to any part of the 
county where emergency operations require. 
A Goleta Valley businessman donated a gasoline-powered 
tractor to tow the trailer. 


Supervisors are asked to accept the donations of the truck 
trailer and dry freight trailer. Such a combined unit would 
cost about $15,000, Carpenter estim ated, if the county had 
to buy it.

Club's east course, was still 
another dark horse, Jerry 
McGee of Lake Worth, Fla., 
and all alone at even par 140 
was former Masters Cham­ 
pion Gay Brewer of Dallas,

to Palmer and Nicklaus, 
both three strokes off the 
pace at 141 in a tie there

All six were in excellent 
position for a title bid as the 
64 players who survived the 
midway cut at 148 went into 
the third round today and 
the finale Sunday.

Roof repairing is not for 
everyone. If you get vertigo 
on a small stepladder, you 
are one of the ones it isn’t 
for. Even if you are good at 
heights, a roof with a steep 
slope is only for the sure­ 
footed. 
But some houses are low 
with a gently sloping roof 
and the repair may be at the 
low edge. Some roofs are flat 
(or almost flat) and can be 
worked on by most anyone. 
Assuming you can get up 
there and back safely and 
without nervousness, you will 
not find the work itself very 
hard. 
Pick 
a 
day 
when 
the 
weather is moderate. Don’t 
go up on a hot day any more 
than you would on a cold one. 
Pick a day that is warm and 
not windy. 
Damaged or missing shin­ 
gles can easily be spotted 
from the outside. Leaks are 
something you discover in­ 
doors on a rainy day. The 
problem here is to determine 
the exact spot of the leak. 
Water may run along the 
underside of the roof for a 
short distance before it starts 
dripping. Get up under the 
attic roof on a clear day and 
look for a spot where the 
light comes in. Run a piece 
of wire up through the bad 
spot so you can find it on the 
outside. 
Naturally, flat roofs are 
easiest to repair. You find

porches and even a few 
houses. A flat roof is covered 
with roll roofing. S m a l l 
cracks develop in time and 


can be filled with asphalt 
cement spread generously. 
Large cracks or bulging 
areas that look as though 
they are about to split should 
be patched. Use a piece cut 
from new roll roofing. Cut a 
patch larger than the dam­ 
aged area. Remove all loose 
pieces from the crack. If it’s 
a bulge, slit it so that it lies 
flat. 
Apply the asphalt cement 
and press the patch into 
place. Nail the edges down 
with 
roofing 
nails, 
then 
cover the edge and the nail 
heads with more cement. 
Asphalt shingles can be re­ 
placed when one is damaged 
but a little care is needed. 
You will have to lift the edge 
of the shingle above the dam­ 
aged one to pry up the nails.

Don’t try this on a cold day. 
Asphalt shingles get brittle 
in the cold. 
Once the nail is removed, 
remove the broken shingle 
and slide the new one in its 
place. Place nails so that the 
upper 
shingle 
will cover 
them. Dab a little asphalt 
cement on the head to avoid 
leaks. 
Damaged wood shingles 
should be split and the pieces 
removed. Then pull out the 
nails if completely exposed 
or cut with hacksaw blade. 
Slide a new shingle of the 
right size into place. Use a 
block of wood or another 
shingle to protect the edge of 
the new one when you ham­ 
mer it into place. Drive nails 
through the spaces between 
the shingles above.

the lands to be acquired by 
the colony." 
The pioneers 
wanted a place safe from 
the sins of “ Demon Rum. " 
Liquor 
was 
illegally 
landed all along the Central 
Coast because the inlets and 
channels provided cover for 
bootleggers. 
The 
old 
Lompoc 
Landing 
was 
a 
favorite spot. 
In 1928, $50,000 worth of 
booze was seized by loc*al 
officers at the landing. The 
bootleggers 
hauled 
the 
alcohol up the beach using a 
span of horses and a sled. It 
was 
packed 
in 
wooden 
boxes, two five-gallon cans 
to the 
box, 
and labeled 
“ Alcohol Fino," indicating 
that 
it 
had 
come 
from 
Mexico. 
The 
officers 
proceded to smash the cases 


and let the hootch run out on 
the beach. 
Some throats 
were parched in Lompoc 
that night. 
The Volstead Act, passed 
in 1919, fixed the amount of 
alcohol for non-intoxicating 
beverages at one-half of one 
percent 
This was 
not 
enough for the ever vigilant 
citizens of Lompoc. 
They 
passed a city ordinance, 
“ the Little Volstead Act." 
which totally forbade the 
selling 
of 
any 
alcoholic 
liquor within the city limits.

around the law were many 
and varied. One man built a 
cement box under his porch 
that could hold 80 pints of 
“John Barleycorn." In his 
haste, however, he forgot to 
nail down the board that 
was over the top, his cache 
was discovered, and he was 
hauled in by the marshall.

Designer's

Appropriate 
And Legal 


The new Eisenhower dol­ 
lar is yet to be released and 
already some sharp observ­ 
ers have called attention to 
the designer’s initials “FG” 
appearing on both sides of 
the coin. While no one ques-

t i o n e d Frank Gasperro’s 
right to sign his work, some 
were interested in the prece­ 
dent for such a practice. 
According to the records, 
it happened only once before 
in history. George T. Mor­ 
gan, designer of the 1878 
Liberty-head dollar, signed 
his initial “M” to the ob­ 
verse and the reverse of the 
coin. Page 191 of “Cowles 
Complete Encyclopedia 
of 
U.S. Coins” illustrates and 
describes Morgan’s initial. 
“It is found at the tip of the 
hair scroll on the truncation 
of the neck and again on the 
r e v e r s e inside of the left 
loop of the bow, horizontal to 
the design.” 
Again referring to the en­ 
cyclopedia, pages 74 and 75 
u n d e r Coin Components: 
Among other things, the de­ 
signer’s initials are illus­ 
trated and defined as “indi­ 
vidual components consid- 


sidered appropriate for their 
purpose and not necessarily 
a part of the design. Such 
symbols (components) are 
legal but not required by 
‘ law.” 
This 
particular 
incident 
may not be a first for Gas- 
perro but he did enjoy the 
honor of being the first mint 
engraver to have his initials 
appear on the same coin 
with another engraver. The 
1959 Lincoln cent carries 
Victor D. Brenner’s VDB on 
the cut-off of Mr. Lincoln’s 
coat sleeve, and Gasperro’s 
“FG” may be found to the 
right of the memorial foun­ 
dation just below the hedge. 
This distinction was re­ 
peated with the issuance of 
the Kennedy half-dollar con- 
t a i n i n g 
Gilroy 
Robert’s 
“GR” on obverse and Gas­ 
perro’s “FG” on reverse. 
Gasperro is dedicated to 
doing more than just an ac­ 
ceptable job. He spent many 
long hours working out the 
details for the Lincoln and 
Kennedy designs, but when 
the Eisenhower dollar pre­ 
sented itself, Frank doubled 
his efforts to make the best 
of a historical event. 
Following an article in this 
column on the merits of the 


Lincoln Memorial reverse, 
mail poured into Gasperro’s 
office. All he would say was, 
“The public really does ap­ 
preciate what we do here.” 
Taking into consideration 
the 15 million U.S. coin col­ 
lectors and their knowledge 
of designs and engravings, I 
would say Frank’s remark 
was a gross understatement. 
Except for the partially 
nude Standing Liberty quar­ 
ter issued in 1916 and re­ 
called the same year, none 
of the 116 coin types issued 
throughout our 178-year his­ 
tory has ever been offen­ 
sive. And I am certain the 
rejection of the nudequarter- 
dollar was due more to the 
conscience of the Treasury 
than the public. 
The fact of the m atter is 
that more sincerity goes into 
the design and production of 
our currency than that of 
any other c o u n t r y in the 
world with the exception of 
Canada. But, according to 
Gasperro, when the public 
likes a design especially well, 
they let you know about it.

Horror movies scare up profits

HOLLYWOOD — (NEA) — 
Making horror movies ap­ 
peals to would-be producers, 
because they can be turned 
out inexpensively and they 
are almost sure to make 
money. 
It’s easier to make a hor- 
lor movie than a Western— 
you don’t h a v e to hire 
horses, just people, and you 
don’t need a location, just a 
creepy old house somewhere. 
A perfect example of this 
is a film just finished here, 
the product of a new com­ 
pany called 
Studio West. 
This is made up of three men 
—producer-cameraman Ben 
Rornbouts, director-e d i 10 r 
Carl Monson and writer Eric 
Norden. 
They had made films be­ 
fore—“low, low, low, low 
budget movies,” N o r d e n 
says. They didn’t even put 
their names on them. They 
were 
sexploitation 
movies 
which cost $5,000 or so. 
These returned enough so 
the threesome decided to try 
something 
b i g g e r , 
and 
turned to the old reliable 
horror movie. Monson had 
the basic idea and did an 
outline in four hours. It took 
Norden three days to write 
the script. 
They assembled a techni­ 
cal crew of nine people and 
a cast of 12. They were ac­ 


tually surprised, considering 
the low salaries they offered, 
at the quality of actor they 
got — but, 
in 
today’s 
de­ 
pressed Hollywood, 
actors 
are available. 
John Carradine headed the 
cast, with John Smith, Faith 
Domergue, Merry Anders, 
Jeff Morrow and Richard 
Davalos also involved. 
Norden had carefully writ­ 
ten the script so there was 
only one location and no ex­ 
tras. (For one funeral scene, 
they assembled the families 
of themselves and the cast 
and crew, and wound up with 
a fair-sized group of 80.) 
For the one location, they 
were able to use a big old 
mansion in Pasadena. 
The shooting schedule was 
12 days. 
By carefully controlling all 
this—a brief shooting sched­ 
ule, one location, miniscule 
crew and cast — they did the 
movie for $50,000. They fig­ 
ure the sale to TV alone will 
give them $150,000. 
Originally, they planned to 
call their film “Legacy of 
Blood”—the word “ Blood” 
is the key word in horror 
film titles—but they think 
the picture turned out too 
well to be sold as just a hor­ 
ror movie. Tentatively, it is 
now “The Legacy.” 
“We’re calling it a dra­ 
matic mystery with touches 
of horror and a shaggy dog 
ending,” says Norden. 


Monson says the only hor­ 
ror in it are the unusual 
deaths. John Smith is stung 
to death by bees. 
Richard 
Davalos is eaten alive by 
man-eating fish. Jeff Morrow 
and Merry Anders are elec­ 
trocuted in bed. Somebody 
else is bashed in the head 
with an ax. 
And, so it isn’t a total loss 
for purist horror fans, there 
is one glorious moment when 
the bloody, ax-bashed head 
is seen on a platter. 
The cast pitched in to help 
these unusual deaths look 
gory. Smith permitted sting- 
less bees to crawl on his 
face. Davalos cheerfully put 
worms in his mouth and nose 
before he entered the fish 
tank, so the fish could be 
seen nibbling at him. 
Rornbouts, 
Monson 
and 
Norden are thinking bigger 
now. Their next, probably a 
Western, will be a $75,000 
epic, and after that they may 
even try something for $125,- 
000. When you realize that a 
major Hollywood studio con­ 
siders $500,000 to be a very 
cheap movie, you understand 
what these independent oper­ 
ators can do. 
Their films may not rival 
“Dracula,” “Frankenstein.” 
and “The Wolfman” among 
the h o r r o r classics, but 
they’ll make money. 
And scare a lot of people 
in the process.

HOLLY WOOD — (NEA) — 
The right to scream is a 
good old American freedom, 
and Hollywood k e e p s on 
making horror movies 
in 
that glorious tradition. 


But 
horror, 
like 
every­ 
thing else, is changing. Vam­ 
pires have gone the way of 
all—ugh—flesh, 
and today 
we have more psychological 
h o r r o r , less old-fashioned 
blood-drinking. T o d a y we 
have TV telling mild shock­ 
ers on the home screen, so 
horror moviemakers have to 
invent new adventures into 
the grisly. 


The result is a split in the 
horror movie market. Some 
cheapies are being made to 
appeal to the lowest denom­ 
inator of sadistic audience, 
who chortle in the balcony 
while some creepy monster 
gradually 
dism embers 
his 
blond victim. On the other 
paw, there are sophisticated 
horror films — “ Rosem ary’s 
Baby” —which allow the in­ 
tellectual audience to scream 
and still retain its self-re­ 
spect. 


In the v a s t middle, be­ 
tween “ Rosemary’s Baby” 
and the cheapies, is the prod­ 
uct turned out by Ameri­ 
can-International, the Gen­ 
eral Motors of horror mov­ 
ies. This company has m ade 
a very good thing out of this 
genre, and continues to do 
so. It is run by Samuel Z. 
Arkoff and Jam es H. Nichol­ 
son, 
two 
responsible 
and 
cleverly 
commercial 
pro­ 
ducers. 


They say that horror mov­ 
ies are a lucrative market, 


and yet horror films can be 
made on a low budget. Ob­ 
viously, this makes them a 
good investment. But there 
are dangers. 


The horror audience, they 
say, is generally people be­ 
low 30. This m e a n s it is 
basically a family audience 
—“ Any horror picture with 
an R rating suffers.” To 
come in with a GF, and yet 
have enough shock moments 
to satisfy the audience, is a 
tricky business. Too much 
blood and gore and a GP is 
tough to come by; too little 
and the folks stay away in 
droves. 


“ We’ve b e e n trying to 
signed to appeal to the sick 
among us. 
At one Los Angeles the­ 
ater, a doubie-bill is current­ 
ly being shown. The ads say 
the titles are too horrible to 
be printed. When you call 
the theater, you learn the 
titles are “ I Drink Y o u r 


make our pictures in this 
milieu a little different,” 
Nicholson says. “ Our new 
one, ‘Dr. Phibes,’ is very 
different. And 
we’re now 
shooting ‘G i n g e r b r e a d 
House,’ with Shelley Winters 
and Mark Lester, which is 
basically the old Hansel and 
Gretel story.” 


“ Horror f i l m s,” Arkoff 
says, “ must be scary and 
suspenseful, and they must 
move. We try to have a 
shocker twice a reel.” 
It is such a formula that, 
when 
they were planning 
“ Dr. Phibes,” they took all 
the shock items and spaced 
them out on the floor, then 
fitted the scenes a r o u n d 
them. 


Because t h e y are both 
family men, as well as movie 
men, they are careful to stay 
within the bounds of reason­ 
able taste. And they deplore 
the current rash of X-rated 
pseudo-horror 
movies,
